HAVANA (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bia's gaveramenl aiid the 
FAPv.C guernlla group 
reached agreement Wednes¬ 
day on the rebels' participa- 
tion in politics once they end 
their near 5 0 -year in surgency, 
the two sides announced.

The rebels' return to poli¬ 
tics was one of five agenda 
points under negotiation in 
year-long peace talks be¬ 
tween tlie government of 
Juan Manuel Santos and tlie 
Revolutionary Aimed Forces 
of Colombia, orFAP^-C. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
senators unloaded firesh at¬ 
tacks on the Obama adminis- 
tration's handling of the 
rollout of the new heal til care 
law Wednesday, with one Re¬ 
publican accusing officials of 
being "untruthful" about its 
impact. 

Five weeks into the rocky 
launch of the website tlirough 
which millions of Americans 
are expected to register for 
heal til insurance. Health Sec¬ 
retary Katlileen Sebelius 
faced criticism that the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act was put¬ 
ting the entire health care 
system in jeopardy. 

Last week Sebelius apolo¬ 
gized to the nation for what 
she acknowledged was a 
"miserable" start to the 
Healthcare gov, and on 
Wednesday she again took 
the blame, saying "I am fo¬ 
cused on fixing it, and I'm ac¬ 
countable." 

She insisled, however, tliat 
the law was already working

His remains were exhumed 
in November 2012 and sam¬ 
ples taken, partly to investigate 
whether he had been poisoned

WikiLeaks Snowden staffer says 
unsafe to return to Britain 



LONDON (AFP) - A WikiLeaks staffer who has been ac¬ 
companying Edward Snowden said Wednesday she had 
left Russia for Germany, but the threat of prosecution 
made it unsafe for her to return home to Britain. In Au¬ 
gust, Sarah Harrison helped former US National Security 
Agency contractor Snowden flee Hong Kong to Russia, 
where he has now been granted temporary asylum from 
US authorities who want to prosecute him for leaking of¬ 
ficial secrets. In a statement datelined from Berlin and 
issued by anti-secrecy website WikiLeaks, Harrison said 
she had now left Snowden's side and had "arrived in 
Germany over the weekend". Her choice of Berlin as a 
destination comes a day after Germany said it had asked 
to speak to Britain's ambassador following a media re¬ 
port that London has been operating a secret listening 
post from its embassy in Berlin.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Umted States plans to spend 
billions to upgrade a decades- 
old atomic bomb designed to 
stop a Soviet invasion of Eu¬ 
rope, as pait of a controversial 
project to modernize its nu- 
cleai' ai'senal. 

Some lawmakers and ex¬ 
perts dismiss the effort as a 
colossal waste of money that 
could derail arms control talks 
wihi Pmssia. 

But top commanders and 
government officials argue tlie 
Bdl nucleai' gravity bomb 
needs to be maintained so 
other weapons can be scrapped 
and to ensure America retains 
a “credible“ force. 

"The Bdl is the only 
weapon in the stockpile that 


frilfillsbothtachcal and strate¬ 
gic missions," General Robett 
Kelder, head of Strategic 
Command, told a congres¬ 
sional hearing last week. 

Designed as a short-range 
“tactical* weapon to deter So¬ 
viet forces firom overmnning 
Western Europe, the bomb has 
been in service for the US Air 
Force since the 1970s. 

There are five versions of 
the bomb, which has an esti¬ 
mated yield of Q 3 to 3d0 kilo- 
tons, equivalent to 360,000 
tonnes of TNT. 

Washington removed tliou- 
sands of tactical atomic 
weapons from Europe after the 
Cold Wai' ended. But ISO of 
the Bfil bombs remain in Eu¬ 
rope, the only American nu¬ 
cleai'weapon still deployed on 
the continent, at NATO bases 


in Germany, Belgium, Italy, 
the Netlierlands and Turkey. 

Under President Barack 
Obama's piamied upgrade, the 
various models of tlie bomb 
would be replaced by a modi¬ 
fied version, the Bfil-12, 
which would have a smaller 
yield and more accuracy 
A tail kit would be outfitted 
for the bomb, which officials 
say would enable more preci¬ 
sion and therefore reduce the 
quantity of fissile material 
needed to destroy a target. 

The improvements ai'e 
needed as the weapons are 
aging and will gradually dete¬ 
riorate, according to the Penta- 
gon. 

Ttie modei'nizalion also will 
allow the Obama adinimstra¬ 
ti on to retire the most powerful 
atomic bomb, the BS3, and re¬ 


duce the overall amount of nu¬ 
cleai' material in the aisenal, 
officials said. 

Obama has called for more 
progress in scaling baick US 
aiid Russian nuclear stoiNcpiles 
and in a speech in Berlin in 
June, he promised to work 
wiffi NATO allies "to seel^bold 
reductions" m tactical nuclear 
weapons in Eui'ope. 

Some members of Congress 
are wary o f tlie price tag, as the 
estimated cost for modernizing 
tlie Bfil bomb keeps rising, 
fi'om an initial $4 billion to 
$S.l billion And a Pentagon 
panel has projected the cost 
could reach no to $13 billion

The aim of the project was 
to "enliauce travel safety, re¬ 
duce traveller times and pro¬ 
mote economic development 
and tourism," Kerry said, 
addmg diat the projects would 
allow better movement of 
"tourists and pilgrims to dus 
holy place." 


Kerry, who doggedly 
coaxed the Israelis and Pales- 
timans back to peace negotia¬ 
tions after a dire e-year Inatus, 
has fr'equently stressed the 
need to boost the Palestinian 
economy. 

"We, die United States, re¬ 
main deeply committed to a 
peaceful, prosperous future for 
both Israelis and Palestiniaiis. 
And we need to develop the 
economies to show both peo¬ 
ples diat p eace has die benefits 
of economic opportunity and 
pro sp erity and a b etter quality 
of life," he said.

Tlie automaker said it would 
sell up to 31Q hiUiDnyen ($2.1 
biUion) of new shares and use 
the proceeds to buy back pre- 
fen'ed shares fr'om films within 
the larger Mitsuhisln Group, 
clearing the way to restart 
long-delayed dividend pay¬ 
ments. 

Tlie preferred shares were 
issued about a decade ago as 
pait of a hid to rescue die au¬ 
tomaker as it faced a massive 
recall scandal. 

Pi'eferred shai'es rank ahead 
of common stock in any divi¬ 
dend payments, so cancellmg 
them would make it easier to 
restart payments to ordinary 
shareholders, which have been 
on hold since die late nineties 

Tlie profitable film said the 
move was aimed at “moving 
forwai'd to the next stage of 
growth, and moving away 
firom its previous stage as a 


company undergoing revitali¬ 
sation". 

Mitsuhisln, which an¬ 
nounced Tuesday a global tie- 
up accord with P^.enaull and 
Nissan, detailed the moves as 
it unveiled its mid-tenii busi¬ 
ness plan. 

It said It was aiming to raise 
annual vehicles sales to I 43 
million units in the business 
year ending March 3017, 
about 30 percent higher than 
current levels. 

The firm said it would in¬ 
crease the proportion of 
"strategic products" — pickup 
trucks, SUV's and crossover 
models -- in its overall sales 
mix. 

Mitsuhisln, added it was

ing. The $1 bttiton figure represented sales to retail store, which may not reflect 
consumer purchases, according to Activision. But the company maintained the debut 
ensures that "Cali of Duty" is ’’the largest console franchise of this generation." The 
debut appeared to eclipse "Grand Theft Auto V," which raked in more than a billion 
dollars in its first three days on the streets in September, according to Take-Two unit 
Rockstar games. The latest "Call of Duty" sequel is set in a desolate United States dev¬ 
astated by a satetfite-guided "kinetic’' weapon sthke on San Diego.

Blasia, who won a landslide 
victDiy as mayor of New York 
Tuesday, is a progressive De¬ 
mocrat who now faces a mon¬ 
umental task m goveining tire 
biggest US city. 

By placing lijs black, fomier 
lesbian wife Chiiiane and 
teenage clnldren center stage, 
the 5Tyear-old public advo¬ 
cate connected to middle-class 
families and the city's diverse 
electorate 

His public sector career and 
progressive policies are the 
polai'opposite of outgoing bil¬ 
lionaire mayor Michael 
El 0 0 mb erg an d sit at 0 dds with 
the gigantic overt wealth on 
display m New York. 

Making much of his ’’mod¬ 
est'* homem Brooklyn’s gentn- 
fied neighborhood of Park 
Slope, he presented himself as 
an ordinary guy determined to 
improve education and make 
housing affordable 

The real work had just 
begun, he said, warning sup¬ 
porters to be under no illusions 
about the difficulty of tackling 
inequality. 

Born in New York m 19fil, 
he was brouglit up in Massa¬ 
chusetts. He went to New York 
Umversity and Columbia Uni¬ 
versity be fore joining aty hall 
and giving Ins career to the 
public sector. 

He has spoken about a diffi¬ 
cult i±ildhood as the son of an 
alcoholic, World Wai' 11 vet of 
Gennan background who 
walked out and later commit¬ 
ted suicide after being diag¬ 
nosed with cancer 

De Blasio is his motlier's 
maiden name and in Ins ac¬ 
ceptance speech he paid tribute 
to his Italian fanuly also 
speaking briefly in Spainsh in 
a nod to Ins cross-roots sup¬ 
port. 

A towering figure physically 
at SIX foot five (im95), he was 
a regional housing official 
under President Bill Clinton 
and a manager for Hillary 
Clinton's New York Senate 
race in 30QQ. 

He sat on tlie city council for 
eight years and in 2010 was 
sworn in as public advocate, 
essentially ombudsman. 

It is a background and style 
tire polar opposite of outgoing 
Bloomberg, who liked to fly 
off to Beimuda by private jet 
for the weekends and who 
steps down after 12 years. 

De Blasio has campaigned 
hard against the yawning gulf 
between hch and poor -- "a 
tale of two cities" and for mi- 
nonty rights 

He promises to raise taxes 
on those earning more than 
$500,QQQ to hind imiversal 
pre-kiudergaiTen education 


and after school programs. 

He has cnticized the wildly 
unpopular "stop and fiisk* pol¬ 
icy for unfairly targeting black 
and HispanicmmontieE, winch 
supporters say has driven 
down crime. 

And he promises to build 
200,000 new affordable hous¬ 
ing units and grant exti'a 
school holidays for Muslim 
feasts. 

Ayeai' ago, few had heard of 
de Bl asio But he ran a flaw¬ 
less campaign that eventually 
won Inm tlie Democratic nom¬ 
ination under tough competi¬ 
tion. 

He has traded heavily on Ins 
fannly. 

Like tire Clintons, he and Ins 
wife, Chirlane McCray, have 
run as a package. Poet, editor, 
feminist and activist, she is a 
constant fixture by his side. 

Their Id-year-old son 
Dante, instantly recoginsable 
by his halo of Afi'o hair, has 
been credited with helping to 
turn around tlie campaign with 
an emotive TV ad about how 
great his dad is. 

After wnnniiLg tlie Democrat 
primary, tlie entire family, to- 
gedierwith 13-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Chiara, were filmed doing 


a family "smackdown" dance 
m Brooklyn. 

His daughter has reached 
out to voters, reassuring them 
that her dad is not "some bor¬ 
ing white guy.‘ 

The multiracial family 
stiii'ck a chord in a city of great 
ethinc diversity: 33.3 percent 
white, 25.5 percent black, 23.(3 
percent Hispanic and 12.7per¬ 
cent Asian. 

Analysis say de Blasio also 
oiled his victory by playing 
successfully to the Democrat 
city's fear of the Republican 
party, nationally in disarray, 
and its Tea Party movement. 

Yet some are concerned that 
Ins ideals will be sacrificed to 
pragmatism, calling him a deft 
politician capable ofhargain- 
mg 

He has been cnticized, for 
example, for flip-flopping over 
whether horse-drawn buggy 
rides through Central Park 
should be abolished to win 
support fiom campaigners 

There are also questions 
about whether he has the expe¬ 
rience to lead a city hall staff 
of 3QO,OQD and a budget of $72 
biUion.

NFL: Oldest Hall of Famer Parker 
dead at 101

CANTON (AFP) - Clarence "Ace" Parker, the only mem¬ 
ber of the American Pro Football Hall of Fame to live to 
be a hundred, died Wednesday at the age of 101. Parker, 
a quarterback, turned down a chance to play for base¬ 
ball's Philadelphia Athletics and starred for the Brooklyn 
Dodgers ghdiron squad from 1937 to 1941. Paiicer was 
the National Football League's Most Valuable Player in 
1940, when he threw 10 touchdown passes, ran for 206 
yards and two touchdowns and caught two touchdown 
passes as well as averaging 38 yards per punt. After 
three years of World War II militarv service, Parker re¬ 
turned to the NFL in 1945 with the Boston Yanks. Parker 
was inducted into the Hall of Fame in 1972.
